G. McPherson was named as re¬ 
turning officer. 

Road Equipment 

Council passed a by-law author¬ 
izing the purchase of two new TD- 
18 tractors for road work and dis¬ 
cussed the idea of pooling the road 
equipment Into one big outfit and 
hiring a foreman to have charge of 
all road work. 

Doctor Resigns 

Council accepted with regret the 
resignation of Dr. J. G. Harman 
as municipal doctor, effective May 
31st.

Ken Thompson Will Direct 
Lions’ Rodeo June 14th-15th 


Experienced Rodeo 
Man Assures Vulcan of 
Best Stock and Top Riders 


A noted rider who has been pre-, 
sident of the Cowboy’s Protective 
Association since its inception, Ken 
Thompson of Black Diamond will 
direct the Lions Rodeo in Vulcan 
on June 14-15 of this year. 

Mr. Thompson has staged suc¬ 
cessful rodeos at Red Deer,, Brooks 
Rocky Mountain House, Kelowna, 
Nippawin and Melfort and has a 
reputation for putting on a high 
class show. He knows every end of 
the rodeo business, having been a 
rider himself since he was 16 years 
old. and for the past four years 
has been a high rider in all events. 
He barely missed winning the 
North American steer-riding 
championship in 1946. losing out by 
half a point. He has ridden in 
every show in Canada and most 
of the big rodeos in the States and 
knows what is necessary to pro¬ 
duce first class rodeo entertain¬ 
ment. 

By securing Mr. Thompson's ser¬ 
vices to handle the rodeo the Lions 
are assured that the best in stock 
and the best of the riders will be 
here on June 14-15. Ken has tljp 
Ginrlch string of bucking horses, 
which are generally acknowledged 
as the finest trained bucking 
horses in Canada. The other stock 
will include Brahma steers brought 
In from Mexico last year. 

The Vulcan show will be the 
first to be held this year in the 
southern part of the province and 
a large entry list of the best riders 
is expected, probably about 25 in 
each event. 

With no stampede held at Car¬ 
man gay this year and the assur¬ 
ance that the Vulcan Rodeo will 
provide entertainment second to 
none, it should be a very success¬ 
ful event. Mr. Thompson will han¬ 
dle all matters in connection with 
the actual rodeo and the Lions 
Club will handle the concessions 
and the carnival.

Increased School 
Requisition and 
Higher General Expenses 

Mill rates for the current year 
were set at the regular town coun¬ 
cil meeting Monday evening. The 
total mill rate for 1948 was set 
at 64 mills, an increase of 9 mills 
over last year’s rate of 55. 

The larger part of the increase 
is due to increased school requis¬ 
itions, accounting for 7 mills of 
the total increase.'The school mill 
rate for this year is 31, compared 
to 24 last year and 25 the previous 
year. Increases in teachers’ salar¬ 
ies, granted last year, account for 
the greater part of the heavier re¬ 
quisition. The hospital tax rate re¬ 
mains the same as last year at 5 
mills and the tax rate for mun¬ 
icipal purposes increased 2 mills, 
from 26 last year to 28 this year. 

The business tax rate is also 
raised, from 20 mills last year to 
28 mills this year. 

Discount Rate Changed 
In previous years it has been cus¬ 
tomary to allow discounts for pre¬ 
payment of taxes, starting at 10% 
for full payment in May. This dis¬ 
count rate has now been changed, 
and taxes paid in May will be sub¬ 
ject to 5% discount. In June the 
discount drops to 4% and in July 
to 3%. A discount of 3% will be 
allowed on taxes that are paid in , 
eight equal consecutive install¬ 
ments. 

Water and Sewer 

The council decided to call for * 
tenders for the installation of the 
water system this year and sewer 
system next year, with possibly a 
small part of the sewer system 
being installed this year. 

Building Condemned 
A motion was passed that the 
McLaggan Building be condemned, 

In accordance with, the Fire 
By-law, which calls for the tearing 
down and removal of any building . 
which has suffered more than 40% 
damage by fire. 

Court of Revision 
The date for the sitting of the 
Court of Revision for hearing of 
appeals against the 1948 assess¬ 
ment was set for Monday, May 10, 
at 7:30 p.m. * 

Foothills Health Unit 
The Foothills Health Unit re¬ 
quisition for $337.17 was approved. 
This works out at 43 cents per per¬ 
son in town. The Health Unit re¬ 
quisition last year was $244.00.

Council approved the application 
of Simpson & Son to the Depart¬ 
ment of Trade and Industry that 
a retail trade licence for propane 
appliances be. granted.

Estimates show $2500.00 for 
wofk on town streets this year and 
$1000.00 for repair and construct¬ 
ion of sidewalks. Approximately 
another $2000.00, preyiously set 
aside for sidewalks will likely be 
used this year, now that cement 
supplies are better. It is likely that 
four or five new blocks of cement 
walks will be laid this year.

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There is sanitary inspection with its protective 
check-up on all food dispensaries, on restaurants, 
bake shops, butcher shops, slaughter houses, dairies, 
nnilit distributing agents and so on. Water supplies 
are also periodically checked, and another allied ser¬ 
vice investigates disposal of waste in respect to gar¬ 
bage, sewage, septic tanks, etc. 

Tiiere is appreciation of the periodic medical ex¬ 
aminations provided for school children by doctor or 
nurses as well as investigation of school sanitation, 
infectious conditions which may prevail and pi&lic 
health advice to teachers and boards. Parents have 
been generally responsive in seeing to correction of 
physical defects, with the result that most ailments 
have been remedied before they had a chance to be¬ 
come major trouble. 

Child welfare is another very important branch 
of the service bringing home visits to young moth¬ 
ers, providing the well patronized baby clinics and 
pre-school clinics, and also immunizations to babies 
and pre-school age. 

The campaign against tuberculosis is carried on 
with the assistance of provincial authorities, result¬ 
ing in early diagnosis and olose check on active cas¬ 
es and suspects as well as all contacts. 

Mental hygiene .clinics are of increasing helpful-_

rpHE full-time service of the Foothills Health Di-t 
division has been in operation for about fifteen 
years. It has become so much an accepted part of 
our lives that we take all the many benefits accru¬ 
ing therefrom for granted. 

For* that reason it is well periodically to check 
over the services provided by operation of a Full 
Time Health Unit Dr. A. Somerville, formerly head 
of the Foothills division, and now supervisor of pro- 
vncial health units, and assistant deputy minister of 
health, brought this up at a meeting of the divisional 
board last week. 

He said: “Fifty cents wont buy much these days, 
but in rural Alberta it is the cost per person per 
year of a complete public health service. Actually the 
cost Is only 43 cts. per year in the Foothills division 
because of the large size of the supporting area.” 

He then outlined roughly the variods purposes 
served under the plan. There is communicable dis¬ 
ease control including application of quarantines, 
search for contacts, and the very important inocula¬ 
tion program which has meant much to the district 
and which goes on year after year as a steady pro-

Every bushel of seed that is put 
into the soil may be considered as 
an Investment. The crop returns 
will determine the soundness of 
such an Investment. The use of, 
good peed is a factor entirely In the 
hands of the farmer and as strong, 
vigorous plants are naturally bet¬ 
ter able to withstand the possibil¬ 
ity of a poor season, the use of 
any seed but the best Is a gamble. 

With modern seed cleaning 
equipment there is little excuse for 
using seed that is ungraded or con¬ 
tains weed seeds. Seed that does not 
germinate well may also be con¬ 
sidered a hazard in crop product¬ 
ion and should be looked upon with 
suspicion. 

The choice of a variety that is 
well suited to soil, climate, and is 
disease-resistant, is a very impor¬ 
tant factor In obtaining maximum 
yields. New varieties often make 
U difficult to decide which Is best 
. for specific conditions. Before try- 
a new variety It Is usually better 
to try It out on a small acreage 
where a direct comparison can be 
made with the variety being grown. 
Information regarding new Varie¬ 
ties is available at all times at ex¬ 
perimental farms and helpful sug¬ 
gestions may be offered based on 
the results of variety tests. 

When a variety is known to be 
well adapted for a particular area, 
it is always an advantage to keep 
the seed free from contamination

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Teachers’ Pensions 
To Be Bettered

Alberta teachers will get a pen¬ 
sion amounting to 52 H% of the 
individual teacher’s salary far the 
last five years of service. This was 
the statement of Dr. H. Smith, 
chairman of teacher pension com¬ 
mittee at the annual convention of 
teachers held in Calgary. 

New legislation will increase 
government contribution .to the 
pension fund from $35,000 to $320,- 
000. The teacher contributes from 
31s to 4% of his salary, the school 
share is half of-1% of salary.. 

Hon. Ivan Casey, irt his first pub¬ 
lic address as minister of educa¬ 
tion, said that members of his de¬ 
partment were almost all former 
teachers who recognized the teach¬ 
ers’ problems and were trying, 
with them “to Work toward the 
common goal of improved educa¬ 
tion.” 

E. C, Ansley, secretary of the 
teachers’ organization, said that 
600 classrooms in Alberta are 
staffed by unqualified teachers. 
The annual turnover of teachers is 
about 600 aud there will be about 
600 new teachers certificated in 
1948. Membership in tlie A.T.A. is 
now 6481. The average teacher’s 
salary is now $2000 while the min¬ 
imum is nearing $1400. 


Warble Fly 
Control Method 

Now is the time for Ranchers 
and Dairymen to become actively 
engaged in Waible Fly ■’control. 
There are two reasons for urging 
Warble Fly Control at this time: 

1. The unnecessary wasting of 
food products and leather. 

2. Economic aspect — unneces¬ 
sary wasting of potential 
Farm Income. 

Departments of Agriculture and 
Municipal authorities are co-oper- 
nting on warble treatment. Most 
people in districts already inform¬ 
ed on warble treatment have ap¬ 
preciated the knowledge. This is 
Shown by the fact that where 
warble treatment has been tried, 
the protection of cattle against the 
Heel Fly has become firmly estab¬ 
lished as a part of the farming or 
ranching operations—just as much, 
as the seeding of crops, weaning of 
calves and harvesting of crops. 

Meat loss is important, and most 
weight goes on normally in June, 
but not if cattle are losing by war¬ 
ble fly.

We are shown by practical far¬ 
mers and dairymen who keep rec¬ 
ords that milk flow falls off often 
25% during fly time when most 
economical production should bp 
made. This condition is found ab¬ 
sent in warble treated herds pas-, 
turing on fly free range. 

Leather—61% of all Alberta 
cattle hides removed during all of 
1942 were classed as “grubby” the 
majority having surprisingly little 
value in production of any of the 
higher class leather products such 
as shoes, luggage, leather gar¬ 
ments, etc. 

It is not economical to treat 
herds smaller than 50 head by the 
power spray method. In hand 
treating farm herds some men use 
a curry comb in one hand to re¬ 
move the scabs from the warbles, 
in the other hand a sponge or-cloth 
or brush dipped irtSthe soluflon. 
The scab must be removed and at 
least a drop of the solution made 
to penetrate the breathing hole. 
Other farmers prefer to use an oil 
can instead of a sponge. Some mix 
the powder with gasoline to make 
a salve and have it handy in the 
barn. So long as some of the noto- 
none gets to the warble results are 
speedy and effective. 

Individual treatment is good but 
community treatment is much bet- 
■ ter and the results are more per¬ 
manent. Meet people who have 
been treating for two or three 
years, And that* the number of 
grubs per animal have dropped off 
from 50 to 100 down to on« or two 
or three per head, after a year pr 
so. You find the same.
